Lltimately she became 
able to converse with wonderful 
rapidity by means of the sign lan- 
guage, leaned to articulate, to read 
by means of raised letters, to paint, 

to sew both by hand and by 
machine and became quite skillful in 
various kinds of fancy work. Her 
memory was marvelous when in- 
troduced to any oneshe would catch 
hold of the person's hand. The name 
would be spelled out toher by signs. 
Months might intervene between she 

met the person again, but immediate- 
ly on teaching the hand she would 
■lize the person and tell the 
name. Her disposition was a cheer- 
ful one, and she was a great favorite 

with every body. The poor little girl's 
life was crowded with suffering of the 

inleusest kind, which she bore w ithout 
complaint.

to be a general prejudice among the 

deaf themselves against marrying 

hearing people. I. for one, can 

hardly see the justice of the prejudice, 
having myself personally known 
several cases of that kind in which 

marriage wasa perfect success, where- 
as, on the other haml, I have actually 
seen miserable failures, as well as 
successes, in connubial relations of the 

deaf with the ,]<',>(, A union with 

a hearing partnei has advantages 

that will more than counterbalance 
the disadvantage and inconveniences 

attending them. What couple has 

not experienced the difficulties of 

rearing up hearing children. A deaf 

business man succeeds better in the 

world with a hearing and speaking 
wife. Look at Mr. Paoh for one, Mr. 
Hill, of Massachussetts, foranothcrex- 
ample. I do not wain to be taken as 

advocating against the interraan 

If you two cap got under the same 
yoke and pull together in unison, all 
right, still 1 would see more of the 
union of the deaf with the hearing. 

( >n the relative merits of 
articulation as the means of cducat- 
i" deaf, much nonsense seems 
lo have been wasted. The liv i 

poor deaf children have been 
blasted in the vain attempts to make 
the dumb speak, when nature has 
denied them that faculty. We have 
all heard of Halaam's ass, that it was 
the only ass that ever spoke. So 
there will always be a very small 
percentage of even the semi-mutes, 
who ever will speak well. I am in 
a position to know whereof I am 
talking. People who have often 
heard the dumb speaki riably 

tell me that the voices of such people 
are both unpleasant and unnatural. 
That holds good with the majority. 
There are few exceptions, 1 will ad- 
mit, but these few will not disprove 
-ertioii. I was not born deaf. 
1 once could speak. 1 used to hear 

my mother sing. 1 have vet my 
comprehension of music. I can still 

jabber out a lew words, which onlv 
serve lo provoke laughter. Those 
who seem to speak fluently at first 
afterwards tind their voices to deteri- 
orate.

9th — That an English Commission 
appointed to go to the bottom of the 
matter, has recently, after full, im- 
partial and unprejudiced investiga- 
tion, declared that : " Dure Oralism 
is an idea, not a reality : a useless 
task to dull pupils: unsatisfactory for 
a large number of pupils : entirely 
successful only in exceptional cases 
and under conditions that are general- 
ly impracticable and often impos- 
sible." 

Among the reasons set forth by 

Dr. Bell for his opposition to the ap- 
propriation for the Normal Depart- 

nient at the National Deaf-Mute Col- 
,s the following : 
"The graduates of the collegiate 
department arc, of course, deaf . The 
Institution therefore proposes to train 
deaf persons to teach the deaf. This 
is a backward step, detrimental to the 
interests of the deaf and sub- 
versive of the very object for which 

the collegiate department exists." 

If, in the above, the Doctor means 
to say that' it is a backward step as 
far as articulation is concerned, he is 
ri^ht; for the deaf, even when "restor- 
ed to society by visible speech," are 
hardly epial to (he fask.of teaching 
articulation and lip -mailing ; but if 
he means the cause as a whole will he 
injured, I am bound to protest 
against, the statement. 

When we consider how high rank 
•radiiates of the college have 
taken as teachers, even without the 
1 1 training of the Normal School, 
we feel that the question of the fu- 
ture supply of instructors is largely 
answered ; though the answer is far 
from satisfactory to the " Dure Oral- 
ists." 

It, is hard to see just how the em- 
ployment of well-educated deal 
gentlemen and ladies as teachers will 
prove detrimental to the deaf. 
Certainly it will not prove a dis- 
advantage to those appointed to teach, 
for they will have congenial and 
honorable work which they are 

tly capable of performing : nor, 

to my mind, will those taught be less 

ably instructed than if their teachers 
on Id hear. Of course it goes with- 
out saying that, other things being
